2.  HISTORY  OF  BURIAL  GROUND 


In  1800  a committee  was  chosen  to  select  a place  for  the  new  cemetery 
in  the  middle  of  town.  The  owner  of  the  hill  at  that  time  gave  freeland 
to  anyone  desiring  a buried  lot.  One  of  these  lots  was  the  Whitney  lot 
given  in  1763  (?)  as  time  went  on  the  rest  of  the  hill  was  purchased  by 
the  town.  In  1827  the  Town  built  a hearse  house.  The  Sept,  office  is  on 
the  2nd  floor  (1939),  The  first  name  was  Mount  Laurel,  The  name  now  is 
Laurel  Hill  covering  nearby  the  whole  hill  forming  a veritable  city  of 
the  dead  overlooking  the  city  of  the  living.
